“ CRUISKEEN LAWN “— 


TO THE EDITOR OF THBP IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—‘* West-Briton-Nationalist’’ may be 
all he would have his nom-de-plume indicate, 
he may not be, as he himself states, a 
member of the Gaelic League «ra Republican, 
but a very Conservative Irishman, he is, at 
all events, an honest man, and an Irishman 
of a type which has long earned and deserved 
the greatest respect of his thinking country- 
men. Í can hardly express the pleasure it 
gave me to read his honest and clear thinking 
exposition of a subject on which, on both 
sides, so much that is nothing more than 
self-conceit, half-truth and bigotry has been 
said, that at times one despairs of ever 
coming again to the kernel and truth of the 
matter. Here we have honesty, tolerance and 
true breadth of thought; here we have an 
attempt to. consider, what, for whatever 
reason I know not, has become a most vexed 
question, with a mind cleared of all rant'and 
bigotry ; here we have an effort to get to bed- 
rock, and see the question as it ‘eally is. 

I have been Jong at a loss, Mr. Editor, to 
understand your outlook on this question of 
the Irish language. While on other subjects 
your paper is almost alone for fair-minded- 
ness, and intelligence and breadth of outlook ; 
while at times in recent years you fairly took 
our breath away by your attitude on certain 
matters of national policv, when on this one 
subject you put that all behind you, and 
either cannot or will not deal with the 
question honestly. Indeed, I will go so far 
as to suggest that you are following a set 
policy in an attempt to sabotage (as they 
say nowadays) the propagation of the langu- 
age and things Irish. Witness your recent 
“ Axis” sub-leader; the persistent gibes of 
*‘Quidnunc ” in “ The Irishman’s Diary ” of 
the ‘‘another mjustice to Ireland ” type of a 
few days ago; and his obvious pleasure in 
recording a Decline in the use of Irish among 
the children in Ballingeary (of all places !) ; 
and now the pettiness of some of what 
“ Myles na gCopaleen’’ would have us mis 
take for cleverness! All this within the past 
week or. so! Yesterday, to be sure, 
you printed a fine article by Flann O’Brien. 
I am sure you do not attempt to deceive your- 
self that such magnanimity can acquit you of 
all the meannesses similar to the above, in 
which you persist. ae: 

As far as one can form any opinion of your 
attitude, I am inclined to think that not only 
have you no fault to find with Irish per se, 
but that you are one with that by no means 
small body who hestow on early and middle 
Irish a benevolent attention, and who, I am 
convinced, would yield to no man in their 
admiration of modern Irish if it were not so 
modern—in fact, if. it were dead! Is it 
because vou fear the living tongue that you 
resist the spread of Irish as a spoken language 
to the mhais of Ireland ? .

BANKERS’ CLEARANCES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—From your issue of yesterday I learn 
that the total of bank cheques which passed 
through the Dublin Banks’ Clearing House 
during the first 41 weeks of this year was 
£247 millions, as compared with £248 millions 
for the corresponding weeks of 1939. 

As the average prices of goods and rates 
of wages have risen during the interval by 
at least 20 per cent., it is necessary to adjust 
figures in proportion if the comparison of 
cheque clearances is not actually to be mis- 
leading. If that adjustment be made by 
adding 20 per cent. to the 1939 returns, the 
comparison would be £296 millions, as 
against £247 millions for this year. 

If that interpretation of the figures be 
rey right, does it not mean that 
this year’s volume of trade has been about 
one-fifth less than last year's ?—Yours, etc.,
